The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 2, the phrase "carbon containing" which appears in the 9^^ line under the 
structure has been canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the method of 
inhibiting a parasitic helminth by using the claimed anthraquinones is not seen to be taught or 
fairly suggested in the prior art. The closest art of Spainhour et al. teaches the use of emodin to 
inhibit a helminth, however, applicant's compounds are different than emodin in that emodin 
requires an OH group in the position occupied by the variable R of the instant application (the 3 
position), wherein R of the instant application must contain 1-12 carbon atoms. The use of these 
divergent compounds are not seen to be taught or fairly suggested in the prior art to inhibit 
parasitic helminths.
